Walter J. Derenberg, eminent scholar in trademark, copyright and unfair com¬ 
petition law, has been named the Charles F. Kettering Award Recipient for 1970. 

The Award will be presented to Professor Derenberg at the Fifteenth Annual Con¬ 
ference of George Washington University's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Research 
Institute in Washington, D.C., in October, 1971. 

The Kettering Award, so named in honor of the late chairman of the board of 
the Charles F. Kettering Foundation and a director and research consultant to the 
General Motors Corporation, is presented annually by the FTC Research Institute 
for outstanding work in research and education in the fields of invention, innova¬ 
tion, patents, trademarks and copyrights. Dr. Kettering aided in the formal 
establishment of the Institute in 195^ and served as a member of its advisory coun¬ 
cil until his death in 1958* 

Born in Hamburg, Professor Derenberg taught at the New York University School 
of Law from 1935 to 1951. Since 1951 he has been a partner in the firm of Von 
Maltitz, Derenberg, Kunin & Janssen of New York. He received his J.D. from the 
University of Hamburg in 1926 and from New York University in 1938. 

From 19^7 to 1950 Professor Derenberg served as Counsel for trademark matters 
relating to the Lanham Act to the U.S. Patent Office. Active internationally. 
Professor Derenberg served from 1950 to 1967 as chairman of the Trade Marks Committee

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GW Engineering Students Undertake 
Automobile Pollution Project 

Eliminating pollution caused by the automobile is a pet project this spring for 
undergraduate students in engineering at George Washington University. 

GW's School of Engineering and Applied Science has been selected by the Ford Motor 
Company as one of the 20 engineering schools in the country to participate in its 
Mustang Engineering Project. 

The Mustang Project has been created to afford engineering faculty and students an 
opportunity to increase the effectiveness of learning experiences by having students 
work on "real life" problems as part of their engineering studies. A prize of $1,000 
will be awarded for the best project. 

Dean Harold Liebowitz announced that Drs. C. M. Chen and J. S. Chi of the Depart¬ 
ment of Civil, Mechanical, and Environmental Engineering will head up the project. 

Most approaches to solving the pollution problem for automobiles have been concern¬ 
ed with studying the afterburner, a device used to burn up gases after initial combus¬ 
tion. The students will test a unique approach by studying the process in the injec¬ 
tion system, where gas and air are ignited. They plan to install an injection system, 
designed by Drs. Chi and Chen, on the engine of the Mustang. Ford Motor Company has 
loaned the Mustang to GW's engineering school for an eight-week period. 

The proposed process will initiate ignition of the air-gasoline mixture by spray¬ 
ing into the combustion chamber an igniting fluid such as Glycol Ether. When ignited, 
particles of the igniting fluid will thoroughly penetrate the air-gasoline mixture 
causing uniform ignition. Uniform ignition should enable complete combustion and a 
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reduction in the amount of pollutants formed and fuel consumed. 

After the project has been completed, a report will be written and submitted to 
Ford Motor Company for evaluation.

ENGINEERING FOUNDATION AWARDS GW GRANT 

FOR APPLICATION OF TECHNOLOGY TO HEALTH SERVICES 

The Engineering Foundation Board, United Engineering Trustees, Inc., 
has awarded the Clinical Engineering Department of The George Washington 
University a grant of $67,500 to support a project coordinating engineering 
technology with the delivery of health services. 

The New York-based engineering organization awarded the three-year 
grant to GW to pursue studies in clinical engineering that will emphasize 
the application of modem technologies to health service rather than to 
basic research. 

Clinical engineering, an academic discipline in which The George 
Washington University Medical Center is pioneering, is a recent development 
in engineering that puts its specialists into a hospital setting. Here 
in operating rooms, coronary and intensive care floors and other health¬ 
restoring units, engineers and physicians are scientific "partners" in 
patient care. 

In the new study, factors determining the role of the engineer in 
clinical medicine will be probed, such as typical job situations for en¬ 
gineers in a clinical setting, certification criteria, academic curriculum 
development, as well as ethical and legal considerations. A principal 
goal of the study is to determine how engineers can provide technical 
support essential to a modern health care delivery system. 
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Principal investigator for the project is Dr. Cesar A. Caceres, 
former chairman of the Department and now a Clinical Professor at the 
University. Co-investigator is Dr. Gilbert B. Devey of the National 
Science Foundation and a member of the GW Clinical Engineering faculty. 
Dr. Devey also heads the Advisory Committee for Clinical Engineering, 
formed to support the department and to help lead the way in applying 
engineering principles to health care. Members of the committee are 
representatives of major health care organizations in four states and 
the District of Columbia. Diverse backgrounds of the committee members 
(systems analysis, program development and administration, medical 
research, biomedical instrumentation development, equipment maintenance 
and repair, patient safety, and working with physicians in clinical 
medicine) provide the broad spectrum of talent to the department.

What is Clinical Engineering? What is the role of the engineer 
in clinical medicine? Answers to such questions are being sought by 
The George Washington University Department of Clinical Engineering in 
a study supported by a grant from the Engineering Foundation. 

A major goal of the GW investigators is to show where and how en¬ 
gineers can provide the technical support essential to a modern health 
care delivery system. This project focuses on the application of mod¬ 
ern technologies to health service rather than to basic scientific re¬ 
search.

GW HOSPITAL FILLS INTERNSHIPS- y 
DIRECT RESIDENCIES MATCHED 

The George Washington University Hospital today filled all 38 of its 
internship positions, 36 of them from the National Intern and Resident 
Matching Program, and matched four residencies direct from medical schools. 

There were 24 available internships in medicine, 12 in surgery, and 
2 in pathology. Some specialties have approved appointments of resident 
doctors upon graduation from medical school, and three of four such resi¬ 
dencies were filled by GW seniors. Three available first year residencies 
in obstetrics and gynecology and one in psychiatry were matched in the 
national program. 

Fifteen of the 38 postgraduate positions were chosen by seniors in 
GW's School of Medicine. More than half the class received their first 
choice of hospitals in which to further their specialty training, while 
another 30% landed their second or third choices. 

Medicine led the specialties of choice, with 37 seniors entering 
straight medical internships. A rotating internship was selected by 31, 
of whom four indicated a major interest in medicine, three in surgery, 
and one in psychiatry. Surgery was the choice of 26 students, eight of 
whom will intern at GW Hospital. Five students chose straight pediatrics, 
one picked pathology, and four elected obstetrics-gynecology residencies.
